The children -ai eed in age from the babe 
at the woman's breast to a brown-legged 
boy of about li years, who was carrying a 
bucket of water from a near-by spring. 

This woman and the children were rest- 
ing on a journey in the wagon across the 
American continent. The woman was the 
mother of the children and a widow with- 
out a penny in the world or a single pos- 
session beyond the wagon, the horses, the 
dog and the household effects.

A comedy of judicial errors was played in 
Judge Kinsey's court with Judge Kinsey 
and his marshals as chief actors. A batth 
of negro prisoners was the amused audience 
and probably they are laughing still. Two 
of’ them have special cause for their mer- 


riment. 

As a result of the errors Jessie Parker 
was held in prison four hours by the mar- 
shais, though she had been adjudged inno- 
cent, notwthstanding Judge Kinsey meant 
to adjudge her guilty. She was released 
with apologies. 

Mabel Smith, whom Judge Kinsey ad- 
judged was guilty, was released by the 
marshals nearly before the court's words 
had left his lips. 

Tuesday morning the tangle was untied 
by Judge Kinsey remitting the fine and 
thus throwing the entire matter out of 
court. 

Jessie Parker, Mabel Smith, Dan Curtis 
and Charles Steptoe were on Judge Kin- 
sey’'s docket Monday morning charged wit 
disturbin the peace. Their cases were 
number from 48 to 51 inclusive. All 
parties to the suit are colored. 

There was much testimony and the usual 
amount of disturbing noises. The City At- 
torney was compelled to stand ajimost 
the witness testifying and the 
court leaned forward to hear the testimony. 

After Judge Kinsey had sifted the evi- 
dence he made this announcement: 

“No, 49 fined $ and costs. Nos. 4& & 
and 561 discharged.” 

Marshals Loos and Vermiliion waved the 
two men and one of the women out.

The other woman was escorted to the 
cage and when court adjourned she was 
marched back to the hold-over in the base- 
ment of the Four Courts, there to await 
the arrival of the “Black Maria” en route 
to the Workhouee. .

RENNES. Aug. 2.—Gen. Mercier and 

most of the other Generals interested in 
the case were present this morning when 
the court-martial of Dreyfus was opened, 
" Col. Cordier, deputy chief of the Intelli- 
gence Department under the late Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Henry, and who, since his pre- 
vious appearance in court, had been re- 
leased by the Minister of War, Gen. de 
Marquis de Gallifet, from his oath of pro- 
fessional secrecy, was the first witness 
called to-day. He testified to the effect that 
the late Co). Sandherr and not Lieutenant- 
Colonel Henry received the famous bor- 
dereau. 

The witness deposed strongly in favor of 
Dreyfus and was most amusing in deliver- 
ing hie testimony. He kept the court and 
even the judges !n roars of laughter by his 
comical manner and witticisms. He is a 
Short stout man with a jo.ly face and a 
very red nose. He declared that his belief 
in the guilt of Dreyfus was first shaken 
When the date of the bordereau was given 
as May. The witnees declared stout.y that 
he was now convinced Dreyfus was inno- 
cent. 

Col. Cordier then spoke up strongly for 
Col, Picquart as a conscientious soldier and 
an honorable man and threw ight upon the 


situa ion which existed in the offices of the 
Inte.ligence Department, He explained that 
Henry was jealous of Picquart because the 
lat.er Was given charge of the statistical 
section which Henry had hoped to get for 
himself. Cordier expressed the belief that 
it Was because of Picquart that Henry 
committed h‘s forgery. 

The evidence of Co.. Cordier was deliv- 
ered in a coud voice accompanied by hu- 
morous asides. He several times mentioned 
the Ambassador of Germany, which caused 
the president of the court, Col. Jouaust, to 
intervene and tell the witness that he must 
not introduce the Ambassador's name or 
refer to Germany. The hasty corrections 
of the wi.ness when he repeated the same 
slips of the tongue, as he did more than 
once, and the amus ng manner in which 
he avoided mentioning Germany at other 
times, caused the greatest merriment. Dur- 
ing his tes imony no fewer than five wit- 
nesses rose and asked to be confronted with 
him.

Freystaeter’ had recently returned from 
four years dangerous campaigning in Mad- 
agascar, Where he was sent soon after 
being a judge at the first trial of Dreyfus. 

Society, especially the society: of the 
army, has long been acquainted with the 
daughter of the aristécratic Manuel fam- 
ily and the yottng hefe of the last Algerian 
insurrection; the officer of Marine Infantry. 
who, later, drew a ery of admiration from 
the world by storming the almost im- 
pregnadle forts at Tuyenquan, Tonquin, 
in the face of such resistance that more 
than threerfourths of the men he led were 
hacked to pieces. 


When the news of the terrible fight 
reached France her people were wild with 
excitement ‘ 

Mile. Manuel, then 16 years old, opened 
one day an illustrated néwspaper. She was 
attracted by the portrait of a face at 
once gentic and full of character. It was 
the portrait of Lieut. Freystaeter. 

The girl read his biography, which told 
of all his previous exploits, and finally, of 
the most brilliant episode of his career, 
the capture of the ocean forts. 

Her enthusiastic nature was fired by ad- 
miration for this hero; she was young; the 
picture she observed showed a sympathetic 
visage. 

On the impulse of the moment she wrote 
a few lines on her photograph and mailed 
it to the distant colony where Freystaeter, 
continuing his work, was pursuing that 
piratical tribe called Black Flags which 
harassed France's Far East Colony for 
seven years, 

One night with a small reinforcement of 
troops there came to Freystaeter the first 
letters he had received in months. In one 
was the photograph of a beautiful girl, 
unknown to him, and on it were a few 
lines of handwriting. 


What words were written there none 
but Mile. Manuel and the soldier she loves 
iave ever been allowed to knew. But 
comrades say Freystaeter always carried 
the portrait in his breast—a precious 
treasure—and at night, sitting apart from 
the others, he was often seen to gaze long 
on the picture by the light of the camp 
fire and then to seem to dream of one 
afar 

Meantime at Versailles Mile. Manuel was 
fast growing to be the beautiful woman she 
is now. The best and most desirable 
suitors who approached her and craved 
her hand met with a firm but kind refusal. 

Four years passed; she was 20 years old, 
but none could move her heart. Her fam- 
ily, distressed, begged her for an explana- 
tien. 

“I am in “Ilove, she finaly confessed, 
“Some day the man I have chosen will 
come to me.” 

Neither love nor threats could gain more 
than that enigmatical answer from the 
proud young woman. 

Who can tell what kept her and her lover 
true? Were they -cortesponding all these 
years? Or were they both so romantic, so 
trustful, s0 completely won by the por- 
trait each had seen, that the pledge on 
her photograph sufficed? Again, none will 
know, for this nan and woman have kept 
the subtle flavor of their love wholly to 
themselves.

What astonishment must have paralyzed 
the father and mother as they heard their 
daughter calmly announce that she was 
willing to marry the man she saw for the 
first time!

Periodically the newspapers made known 
to her the full importance of his work in 
Madagascar and his daring feats, which he 
was too modest to describe in his letters. 

He parents tcok advantage of Feystaet- 
el’s absence to bring greater pressure to 
force their separation. Instead, he~ cdevo- 
tion daily grew more absolute. 

One day Freystaeter’s name appeared in 
the Ist of wounded at the capture of an 
obscure village in the tnterior of Mada- 
gasear. Mile. Manuel read his name and 
fell stiffiy backward. For weeks her Hfe 
was despaired of. ‘The sudden news had 
brought on complete collapse of her constl- 
tution, undermired by ‘the awful nervous 
strain, by the everlasting, cruel struggle. 

Her parents’ eyes were opened, their 
hearts were touched, they wept. 

Their opposition ended when Freystaeter 
returned to France last spring. Miss Man- 
uel and he were married. 

But his happiness was marred by the 
consciousness that he had helped to blast 
the happiness of another. He received the 
news. of Col. Henry’s suicide while he was 
in Madagascar. From that day his con- 
science gave him no rest. Immediately 
upon his return to Frarce he asked permis- 
sion of the Minister of War to testify be- 
fore the Court of Cassation. 

The story of the petty persecutions he 
has endured because of his attitude never 
will be written 

Freystaeter is a good soldier. No in- 
justice inflicted upon him could cause him 
to denornce his superior officers. He says 
little, talks only when he must, but no 
power on earth could shake his resolution. 
His brother officers have refused to asso- 
ciate with him, his superiors have threat- 
ened him. 

Once, while visiting the Manuels at Ver- 
sallles, three of his superior officers came 
to dissuade him from the course his con- 
science dictated, He answered: 

“T must; 1 regret lam compelled to make 
disclosures against members of the army 
But I must; it is my duty.” 

Then his friends present argued with him. 
“You are ruining your career; your pro- 
motion to be Major will be indefinitely post- 
poned.”’ 

Only one voice was raised in defense of 
his ideas. Mile. Manuel, who had listened, 
broke her silence. 

**‘Mieux vaut plus d’honneur et moins de 
galons,’’ she said. (Better a lower rank 
and unsullied honor.) 

The woman is as noble as the man; they 
are worthy of each other.

Effort to Get Mrs. Lizzie Bar- 
| rett Out of the Asylum. 


CITY ORDINANCE ATTACKED. 


LUNACY PROCEEDINGS DE- 
CLARED T OBE UNCONSTI- 
TUTIONAL. 


Attorneys for a Woman Confined in 
the Asylum for the Insane Seek 
to Force the Authorities to 
Release Her. 


The constitutionality of the city ordinance 
which provides that persons may be sent to 
the City Insane Asylum by the Board of 
Health without further process of law than 
examination of the patient by City Dispen- 
sary and City Hospital physicians, is ques- 
tioned in a petition filed in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals Tuesday. 

The petition prays for a writ of habeas 
corpus, commanding Dr. Edward C. Runge, 
Superintendent of the City Insane Asylum, 
to release Lizzie L. Barrett, who, ft is al- 
leged, is unlawfully restrained of her lib- 
erty. It is addressed to Judge C. C. Bland, 
but he could not be found Tuesday, and the 
alternative order that is always a part of 
such -proceedings will not be made unt?) 


| later in the week. 


The ordinance in question has been_in 
force several years and its constitutionality 
has never before been denied. I author- 
izes the confinement of persons in the In- 
sane Asylum withiut an_inquirendo and 
judgment in the Probate Court. Under it, 
the process of sending persons alleged to be 
insane to the asylum is to confine them in 
the observation ward of the City Hospital 
for a certain time. If the payutetan in 
charge becomes convinced that the patient 
is suffering from mental] aberration, an ofF- 
der is made sending him to the asylum. It 
is not nevsessary to have a judgment of the 
Probate Court. 

It is claimed in the petition that the or- 
dinance conflicts with the national and 
State constitutions and with State statutes. 
It is in part as follows: 

“Your petitioners state that said Lizzie 
L. Barrett is not of unsound mind and in- 
capable of managing her affairs, nor has 
any information been filed or the judgment 
of any court been rendered against her to 
that effect, according to the provisions of 
section 13, Revised Statutes of Missouri. 
“And your petitioners fur-her aver that 
it was not alleged, nor made a ground for 
the confinement, that the said Lizzie L. 
Barret was by lunacy or otherwise fu- 
riously mad or so far disordered in her 
mind as to endanger her own person of 
the peson or property of otners; nor was Der 
condition such, nor is it now such, as 
would support such anallegation tn order to 
warrant even her possibly temporary con- 
finement. 

“Your petitioners further state that said 
imprisonment and confinement of said Liz- 
zie L. Barrett is Negal and without war- 
rant for the folowing reasons, to wit:

Mrs. Barrett has been in the City Insane 

Asylum since Aug. 15. She called at the 
Third District Police Station Aug. 10. She 
asked Capt. Young several] questions and 
he thought es 4 were rather queer. He 
ordered her to be taken to the City Dis- 
pensary, from whence she was taken to the 
City Hospital for observation. In five days 
she was removed to the asylum. It is 
claimed that there has been no inquiry into 
her mental condition in the Probate Court 
and that. she has never been adjudged in- 
sane by a jury of her peers. It is claimed 
that no person can be deprived of liberty 
without such een under our system of 
government. Wherefore, her release is 
asked. 
It is said Mrs. Barrett has considerable 
property. but has recently mortgaged it 
eavily. Attorney Auer says her misfor- 
tunes have bothered her, but he declares 
she is by no means irresponsible.

The “League of Commercial Travelers and Hotel Men for 
Co-operation in Matter of Mutual Interests, Organized to 
Agitate Opposition to Trusts.” can exercise great, if not de- 
cisive influence upon the great issue of monopoly. 
Commercial travelers and hotel men are especially exposed 
to the destructive power of the combines. The drummer is 
one of the first to fall a victim to the “economies” which 
are supposed to arise from cumbination. 

The organization of the league introduces into the discus- 
sion some of the cleverest talkers and acutest thinkers in the 
country.

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A DELIGHTFUL PERFORMANCE, 


Henri Dumay, special correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
at Rennes, told yesterday how he discovered that former War 
Minister Cavaignac had not left Rennes, but is living there 
in seclusion, plotting with his fellow-conspirators, Mercier, 
Roget, Gonse and Boisdeffre. These precious rascals din 
civilian clothes and sneak into Cavaignac’s house where they 
fix up new schemes with which to destroy their victim. 

What a lot of spectacular villains these Generals are. The 
cunning and audacious villain, Mercier, chief plotter of the 
gang, with his forgeries and attempts to get false docu- 
ments before the court; the polished villain, Roget, with his 
perfect fitting uniform and malicious sneer; the baffied 
squeaker, Gonse, and the unctuous figurehead, Boisdeffre. 

Their characterizations are perfect. Their villainy is in the 
essential spirit of melodramatic villainy. They are clothed in 
fustian. They roar and defy and sneer and concoct their 
clumsy plots under the very noses of the judges. 

Nor must we overlook the comedy characters of the drama. 
There is M. Bertillon, whose characterization of the scientific 
ass, with his trunkful of demonstrations, would adorn the com- 
edy stage. 

There is M. De Brieul, who apologetically assured the court 
that in mentioning the relations of Dreyfus with the wife of 
his friend, he did not mean to cast reflections on officers of 
the army, who loved their neighbors’ wives. “For,” he added 
naively, “if all officers who loved their neighbors’ wives were 
dismissed from the army, there would be few left to defend 
the country.” 

There is our friend Guerin, who, fn his barricaded newspa- 
per office, defies the French nation and addresses the mob 
hourly. The police were compelled to disinfect the walls of 
his house. We may yet hear of his being driven from his 
stronghold by overwhelming odors, or by a new and powerful 
disinfectant, or perhaps, by the fire department's flushing 
the office. The surrender of the defiant Guerin and his brave 
compositors under the moving effect of an odor, a disinfectant 
or a etream of water would be an admirable finale to the 
farce. 

It is a delightful performance which is doing much to make 
the civilized world forget the heat of summer. 


“No one doubted at the time that England could have 
massed enough troops in the country fn 1881 to have com- 
pletely wiped out the Boers from the face of the map, had 
she considered the cause worth persisting in,” says the Chi- 
cago Times-Herald. And no one doubts that the United States 
can mass enouch troops in the Philippines to wipe out the 
Filipinos.

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If Bob Taylor fiddled himself into Congress and into the 
Governor’s chair in Tennessee, why can’t Mayor Jones, with 
his automobile and his speaker and singer, become Governor 
of Ohio? The Ohio campaign is going to be highly interesting, 
whatever may be the result. 

Chicago will scarcely convince the people along the rivers 
which she is to pollute that the colon bacillus will purify the 
mass of filth that is to come from Chicago sewers.

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OWNERS OF THE CALIFORNIA 
RACE TRACKS FALL OUT. 


TOM WILLIAMS ON DECK AGAIN. 


He Announces That the California 
Jockey Club Will Race on for 
an Indefinite Period, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—The race 
track war out here promises to eclipse the 
war that raged in Chicago a few years 
ago when the Garfield and Hawthorne 
crowds opposed each other until both were 
wiped off the face of the earth. 

More than once during the years that rac- 
ing has been carried on here track wars 
have been threatened, but always wiser 
counsels have prevailed in time to avert 


the threatened catastrophes, and the rival 
factions have agreed to work together and 
to divide the winter racing dates between 
them. 

During the coming season, however, ac- 
cording to those best informed, it is to be 
war to the knife and the knife to the hilt 
between the factions controlled by Edward 
Corrigan on the one hand and Thomas H. 
Williams 6n the other. 

While at present the advantage would 
seem to be with Williams, it is difficult to 
say what the next few months will bring 
forth, though it is safe to assert that the 
final result will be a curtailed racing season 
in California and perhaps a general closing 
up of the race tracks on the coast. 

It is evidenily the intention of the Wil- 
yy ag pee side to drive Corrigan from 
the fleld, if possible, but the former master 
of Hawthorne numbers among his friends 
and adherents some of the richest men 
on the coast, and if they make up their 
minds to stand by him, as it is more than 
likely that they will, the battle is certain 
to be a lone and stubborn one. 

When the Ingleside track was first built 
about five years ago Adolph Spreckels was 
one of Corrigan’s partners in the enter- 
prise and he at that time held a large share 
of the stock. The track itself was a revela- 
tion to the racsgoes of that section, who 
had néver before that time seen anything 
better than the old hisioric Bay Distriet 
—which has since been cut up into building 
lots—and in which Tom Wililams and Cor- 
rigan were both interested. Wiliams was 
to all intents and purpeses the manager 
and that he condicted things with a _— 
hand is even now admitted by those who 
weve familiar with the racing there. 

When the Pacific Coast Jockey Club was 
formed and the Ingleside track built Wil- 
liams was left out of the deal and Corrigan 
and Spreckels became the controlling spirits 
ir coast racing. Being much alike in tem.- 
perament and disposition, they soon quar- 
reled, and finally Spreckels dcviared that 
Corrigan must either buy or sell, That ke 
had no idea of Corri@an’s being able to buy 
at that time is an open secret. Corrigan’s 
Chicago troubles had, according to ame 
Rumor, left him in a bad way financtally, 
and the oportunity was thought to be a 
good one for forcing Corrigan out of a prop- 
e:'ty that already promised to be valuable. 

To the astonishment of Spreckles, how- 
ever, the scheme did not succeed, for, 
aided by H. J. Crocker and other coast 


capitalists, Corrigan bought out all of the 
Spreckles interest in Ingleside and ro- 
ceeded to run the track ona higher piane 


ae anything known in the history of the 


acific coast racing. Money was spent upon 
the track in unlimited quantities and it 
soon became widely Known as one of the 
handsomest and best appointed courses in 
the United States. It wae liberal with-the 
horsemen from the start, and, being a 
member of the Turf Congress; gave no 
purses of less value than while. the 
added money to its stakes ranged from 
$1000 to $10,000. 

Meantime Thomas H. Williams had leased 
@ track across the bay. at Oakland, about 
seven miles from San Francisco, and. 
though his stakes and purses were less in 
value than those given at Ingleside, he 
still had a strong following among the 
horsemen and his opposition soon made it- 
self felt. 

The present trouble arises from the an- 
nouncement of Williams that the winter 
meeting of the California Jockey Club at 
Oakland will open Sept. 21 and that in all 
probability no division of dates will be 
agreed to, but that the track will run con- 
tinuously until late in the spring. 

This is nearly a month earlier than the 
racing began there last year, and, with the 
feeling growing on the coast that the sea- 
son is aieaade too long, the result cannot 
but be disastrous in the end. That the In. 
gieside people will not sit tamely and per- 
mit Tom Williams to enjoy a monopoly of 
the racing interests there is thought cer- 
tain, and when the new ‘track is ready, 
should Ingleside not be allowed to open, 
San Francisco will be called upon to gup- 
port two tracks. 

That such would be the state of affairs 
on the coast is a matter of regret, and 
well-posted men who are familiar with the 
situation there do not hesitate to say that 
racing will be made one of the issues in 
the next California election, and that a law 
will be passed there limiting the season 
to not more than 9 days In the vicinity 
of San Francisco, no matter how many 
tracks may be in existence there.
